BK rr kif AOren, by tho Krayor and Council 
of the Corporation ot tho City of Victoria, 
as follows :- 

Section 1.— That F, F. Clark. C. G. E'crklns 
and J, V. MoIntyro.orPortTowiiiiunij.W.T., 
and F. Q. Ulcbards, Jr., of VicUnin, Vmv- 
inco of British Columbia, and their iiHsiKns, 
horolnoltor called "grantees," be mid tliDy 
hereby aro granted for the porUiU ut' 5(1 
years, the right and prlvllogo of erecting:, 
constrtioting, maintaining, and operating 
and' using In, along, and oTor and under 
any and all the streets of the Oil y of 
yiotocla, what Is known us tho DIs'rict 
Telegraph Sygteni.

pany or corporation, raise or remove -said 
Hiien or wiros go as to allow free and iniob- 
Btructod ptisaago of any such building, 
structure or edllloo,and if tliasald ifrnnteea 
shall neglect or rcfuau upon such notice to 
rooioTe or raiao such line or lino, tiiid line 
or lines shall bo removed or raised by the 
straot cotuniiBsionor attheoxpenao of said 
grantees so to admit of the free pausagu 
of BQch building or other edifice orstruc 
ture.

Section ".—That the sjiicl KrantccH lieru-

Impressions of a Visitor to the Ulnes and 
Ilauches In the District. 

To THE l-lniTo^^f p^mised to write 
you my impressions of British Columbia 
and its mining interests. To do this I 
shall have to write you several instead 
of one letter. 

The first impression a stranger gets of 
your country is not very encouraging, 
I waa told that it was almost impossi- 
ble to mine here on account of the gov- 
criinient not making tniila to open up 
the country, and even where opened up 
the lawa wei-e s<i tidnlliet ing that no 
foreign cmiipany wmld invest.

I find 
from .SicaiMOUH to Vernon aa good a road 
us uny one could uak for; in fact the 
pai't jiKiat iisi'il, or rather the only part 
used, except in the winter, is gravelled, 
making it ono of the best I ever travelled 
ovci', and the people are loud in their 
praisea of tho government. 

The lirat iiiiniiig region I visited was 
Cherry Creek. Here I lind u company 
prospecting for, what '; it would be very 
narn to tell by their work, or what they 
have in sight. Further up tho creek 
the same company have started a hy- 
draulic, wliieli if put through would 
be a line alliiir. (I liavo made quite an 
extensive report of the gravel deposits 
on tliis creek lo the 8. Co., but it will 
not be (if interest to you). Still further 
on, at Mclntyrc's Mountain, at tho end 
of tlie wagon road is a very promising 
quartK vien. Altlioiigh not very exten- 
sively developed, what has been done 
does not have to be thrown away, wliiuh 
is too often the case.

Luiiiner 
is very cheuji, nnd can be hauled from 
the mill (in to the claim at a very low 
figure, in compaiiaon with what lumber 
jjeiiorully costs in mining sections. It 
la aurpriaing to mo that is not done. 
'I'his creek is in the centre of a well- 
sutlled farming region. Labor ia very 
lowond farm prothictn on bed rock, and 
ft good wogon road from the C. P. K. to 
it. The laws aro in every way adapted 
to further such on enterprise. It will 
certainly bo done some tinu!.

The Times excuses its shufUng at the 
cxpenae of its intelligence and its enter- 
prise. It pleads iguorancQ of what is 
going on around it. It saya, "wo refuse 
to hclieve that tlie Government has ab- 
Bolutely set aside for the exclusive use 
of th'j luuy so much of Esquinialt har- 
bor as to interfere with the doinanda of 
coniQierco." 

The Times ignores the Order-iii- 
Coitncil ; it is blind to what the Board 
of Trade lias done ; it was asleep when 
tlie bark George was taken out of Con- 
stance Cove, where it had anchcircd as 
usual, by the bluejueketa of the Ad- 
miral's ship, it M-uii too drowsy to hear 
that the pilots of the port have been or- 
dered not to anchor a ship east of a line 
drawn from Duutze Head to Aslie Head. 
It is quite possible that it imaciiios 
these points to be aonicwhere in Austra- 
lia, 

The Times is very elaborately ig- 
norant! ib is preternaturaly dull 
and stupid. It does not know 
whut any reporter of aver- 
age smartness ought to have known a 
week ago, and it is blind to the sig- 
nificance of facts that any one, not a 
liopelcss simpleton, nitist understand. 
What is the meaning of all this ignor- 
ance and obtuseness and scepticism ? 
What is our conteuiporary's little game? 
It has of course been sliauinuiig; it is 
not half 30 foolish as it wishes to be 
thought. Why did it not come out 
long ago and bohlly and manfully ad- 
vocate the interests of Victoria and not 
wait U> be forced to promise, by and by, 
to assist us in getting such a modifica- 
tion of the order as will bo just to the 
conniierce of Victoria. Its bucking and 
filling and snarling and sneering have 
deprived its tardy resolve of all merit. 



RECIPROCITY. 

The Montreal Gazette, in its com- 
ment on the Ute olectiona in the United 
States, expresses the belief that tho 
Democratic gains may bo benefical to 
Canada, This is what it says :— 

"For Canadians the resttltsof the 
States' contests is not without interest. 
Sooner or later the conclusion is irre- 
sialiblo that trade between the two 
ciHinti'ios will be relieved of acme of the 
trammels in tlio shape of customs duties 
which now surroiuiil it. If the Repub- 
lican party is to be judged by the pro- 
fessions of its leaders, commercial free- 
ildui in tlie markets of the United States 
can be obtained only at the cost of sur- 
riiiider of political inilepeudence, for, 
according to ^Ir. IJhiiuc, Canada can 
have access toAnieiican markets oidy 
as ail integral part of that country, and 
such prominent men as Senators .Sher- 
man, Hoar and Ulain have all openly 
pronounced for luine.xation. Wo do not 
say that the necessity of settling the 
controversy os-er tlie fisheries may not 
induce those Rcp.iblieans to modify 
their views and consent to open negotia- 
tions which may eventuatij in some 
ii.easure of reciprocal trade; wo sin- 
cerely trust that this will be tho 
Diitcome between the Goveninients of 
the two countries; but it is abundantly 
evident that from the Deuiociatic Party 
( 'aiiada has most to hope fur. If the 
State elections of last Tuesday had 
followed hard upon the iiegoliations of 
the liayarcl-Chiuiil)erlaiii treaty there is 
scarcely a doubt the instrument M-ould 
l.ave been modilied by the Senate. At 
any rate the Democrats are pledged 
to suclf. tariff revision ns will place raw 
iiiiiterial on the free list, while the Rc- 
|)ublicans are pledged to muintain the 
inotcetivo policy on its present lines. 
A Democratic tariir would give free ad- 
iiiissimi into the Uiiiteil States of Ciin- 
idian ores, lumber and tisli, tlax, anil 
probably some other agricullmal pro- 
ducts, and so accomplish by tho simple 
action of Congress what ("iiiiiulians de- 
sire, without exposing this country to 
ruin by manufacturers, loss of taritl" 
control, direct taxation and the compe- 
tition of the inmiensc surplus of farm 
prpduct of the United States." 

The Gazette is the leading Conserva- 
tive newspaper of the province of Que- 
b'>. It is in the confidence of tlie Gov- 
c; iimetit, and no doubt expresses the 
o|iiiiions of its Icadins; members on a 
subject of this kind. As tho Gazette 
l("il(3 forward to reciprocal free trade 
with the United States, ib is hut fair to 
cimcludo that the govornment it sup 
ports, and whose mouthpiece to a ct r- 
tain extent it is, looks upoji such a 
nioaaure of reciprocity as it shadowed 
forth in the above extract with favor, 
and that it will do what it can to secure 
it. British Columbiiuia would have 
very little indeed to complain of if Can- 
a Uan ores, lumber, iish and coal were 
a lmitted into the United States free of 
duty. Whether these comnioditit 
wore freed from tho dnties that ai 
now imposed upon theiu by a United 
.States tariff or hj a reciprocity treaty, 
would be immaterial to tlie people of 
this province. What they want are 
cl'iser trade relations with the United 
■States, however they may be brought 
about, and the above, as well as other 
articles which have lately appeared in 
the Montreal Gazette, lead to the con 
elusion that one of the objcctc which 
the present tiovernment has in view is 
to negotiate a reciprocity treaty with 
our nearest neighbors. This is a cor- 
snnimation devoutly to be wished. 



A RICH COMBINE. 

V\'e alludoil the other ilay to the 
Standard Oil Trust, and spoke of the 
inmionse profits of that enormously rich 
corporation. We have since seen some 
figures relating to it, which our readers 
would perhaps like to see. It is said 
that last year the profits of the Trust 
were §20,000, IJtlU, and it. is calculated 
that this ye.ir they will amount to a 
still larger' atiin. The concern is l>y nu 
means aiu old one. It was established 
by the Clark brothers, sons of a Wilt- 
shire agricultural laborer, who in 18S3 
owned a small refinery. They had a 
bookkeeper named John 1). Rochafeller, 
who worked for $25 a month. Rocha- 
feller coming into a little money, .*.*!,(XIO, 
WU8 talcen into partnership by the 
Clarks, and at once began to enlarge the 
business. In 1870 ho and his partners 
organized a company uiuler the style of 
the Standard Oil Com|)aMy. Its nom- 
inal capital was S2,.iOO,0(K), l.ul it if^ 
said thafits rciil capital was iiuich below 
that sum. The now company was de- 
termined to do a big business, and it set 
about strangling competition. The sto- 
ries told about the methods it resorted 
to to crush out its rivals and to build up 
a nionoijoly are aliiicist iu-.i-edible. 'I'Ik; 
men were deterred by no .scruples and 
they were successful from the start. In 
1880, ten years after the Company wus 
formed, its capital amountoil to SIO,- 
000,0()f), in 18Sr)it had grown to HVl,- 
000,()(K), and it is now $00,000,000. Its 
profits hist year were within 
a trille of thirty por cent, 
on this imincn.so sum. It pays 
a dividend of twelve per cent aiul ihc 
balance of the profits are to bo put ijit^ 
a re8er\'c fund for future use. Its stocl; 
is issued in the form of Standard 'J'i ii:il 
certificates, u liich were lately sold nt 
170, making tlicni worth 6irj,'{,0()(),()(A). 
John I). RockafoUcr, the booUkeuper, 
who twenty-six years ago worked for 
twonty-fivo dollars a month, is said to 
bo worth .SI. "0,000, 000. His brother 
William and JI. Klnglci- are rated at 
8-lO,000,0()(), :iiul three other nietiihcrs of 
tho trust at .•f'.;0,()0O,0()0 iwid ovui-. 'I"hc 
wealth heaped up by these oil merchants 
amounts to nearly, if not quite, .'i?.'tOo,- 
(KIO.OOO. Tho men who own this great 
wealth wore, when they begun business 
twenty-live years ago, worth compiira- 
tivoly nothing. The consmiiers of oil 
in all rpmrtors of the worlil have con- 
tributed to tlio millions which tlieso 
men have been able to heap up. There 
is ouo thing to be said of these monopo- 
lists which cannot l« said of many 
others of their class. They give tlie 
public a gooil article, and at a prioe 
lower lliuu whoii they ciivereil l>usines.s 
it was believed it coulil be produced. 
TIk^ .Stand 11(1 Oil Ti iist is the paront of 
otiier trusts formed by its mombers, 



DOMINION BY-ELECTIONS. 

The number of by-elections in tlie 
Dominion* has been much greater in 
proportion to the /^lUQiber . of metnbers 
than in Great Britain. There are in 

tiie British House of Commons 070 
members, in the Dominion House there 
are only 210, yet there have since the 
general election been only 80 by-elc 
tions for the Imperial Parlianicnt, wliilc 
there have been 43 for that of the Dom- 
inion. The reason of this dicproportion 
is that the election courts have caused 
imire vncancies in Canada than they 
have in Great Hritaiii. The Ihitisl 
election law is much more elTcctive than 
the Canadian. Bribery and other forms 
of corruption are almost unknown now 
in the Mother Country. In Canada, we 
regret to say, corrupt practices at elec 
lions are deplorably coiiimoii. There ii 
ii.uch room for reform in this <lirectioii 
i 1 the Dominion. If the election law 
di' this country were as stringent and a 
rigidly enforced as they are ui Great 
iSritaiu our election courts wotild have 
ill a short time little or nothing to do 

I lie election courts have uuscatcd ten or 
;i iliizen membeis in the Dominion since 
ihe general election, two jears ami nine 
mouths ago. This is a very large per 
cjntage, In some constituencies, no 
tibly that of Haldimand, there hnvi 
he.cn more than one electiou. The iiietu- 
lit.r rctnrueil at the general eli^ution w 
uiiseatfcil for corrupt priulicca, a 

itlicr idi'ctioii was held, and it was 
vitiated for tho same cause, and when 
the candidates went to tho constituency 
the third time the electioneering agents 
liad not l< avii(-(l avttn to be prudent 
They coiiiinilted unlawful acts and the 
member elect ed wiiH unseated. We are 
regretfull3' cor;ipelled to aduiit that in 
ibis respect one parly ib not better thai 
the other. The truth is that the standard 
of election morality in many p.irts of 
tho Donunion ia very low. The great 
ei imo in the eye.i of many who take 

II active part in elections is in being 
round riut. liny iiig a v (il e, treating nn 
elector, ill ollering him inducements to 
vot(; for a particular candidate is by too 
many not regarded as an oDcnco against 
■.jood morals. Their consciences do not 
ebeck them, and tho Inw is not sulH 
ciontly stringent to act effect 
ively !is a clut erreiil. "\Xa must 
light thp devil with lire," is the ex 
CUBO of . ardent electioneering agents 
of both parties. Wo nro very strongly 
of the opinion that very little is gaiiieil 
by illegal pi-aotices nt elections by eithei 
.-iiile, and if the agents of both par- 
ties agreed to contest the elections 
in the strictest hcii.so legiilly iTikI kept 
thu agrcoment faithfully, the result 
would bo in almost every case precisely 
the same as they are when the law is 
broken by agents whoso zeal to get 
their men elec,t(,'d is greater than their 
resi.cct fm- llie l:iw. Wo aro proud to 
say that liritisb Colnmbia is, as regards 
tho purity of its elections, an exception 
al province. Elections are in tins pro 
vinco conducted fairly, and there has 
not boon, sinco it entered the confedera- 
tion, a single member unseated for cor- 
rupt practices by agents. 

Theie have been siiici! tin- last gener- 
al elections forty-three by-elections, lii 
thirty-livu eonotitueucies the Govorn- 



ment jpindidiitiis .wore su^Mjessful, and in 
idne the supporters of the Opposition 
we';e the winners. The resalts of the 
by-elections show- tliat the confide'joe of 
tho olcctors in the Government remains 
unshaken. The balance of gain 
has been on tho side of ' the 
Government, vhioh ia rather unusual. 
Goveruraon Is which, like the present ouo, 
have been long in power, are sure to 
make many^enomies. It is impossible 
for a government to please all its sup- 
porters, and some, for one reason or 
another, nro pretty sure to turn agtiiust 
it after it has l^eoii^ lont^^.tiin^ in ofiSco. 
Its very virtues may by a few be re- 
garded ns faults, and one sot of men 
may condemn it for pursuing a course 
ivliieh another set may consider as en- 
titling it to their support. If tho by- 
ulections arc any test of the govern- 
ment's popularity wo must conclude that 
it has, on the wholej pleased more of tho 
electors than it has displeased. This, 
wu believe, will be found to bo the case 
when it again appeals to ttie whole peo- 
ple. It will then be found that it has 
iiiudo many more friends than it has 
opponents. 



ENGLISH INVESTMENTS. 

A great deal has been said and writ- 
ton of late about the in vestments which 
British capitalists aria making in the 
United States. If all the reports are 
true tho amount of British money tiiat 
has been invested in tlie purchase of 
Aniericau business establishments must 
be something stupendous. There is, no 
doubt, a good deal of exaggeration; but 
allowing the sensationalists a large 
margin a very groat deal of English 
money must have lately passed into 
.Aiueriean hands. The latest transac- 
tion is the purchase of the Atisociated 
Breweries of St. Louis by an Kngliali 
syndicate. These browerlea ;aj'e sixteen 
in number, but they do not include one 
of the principal breweries of the city, 
that of ilie*' JJomp and Aniicuacr. 
Twelve millions of dollars is tho prices 
of the pixiperty. Seven iiiilliona is lo 
be paid in cash and five millions to 
remain on mortgage. The first 
p.-iynient of ten per cent., it is re- 
ported, has alre-idy been paid. Some 
Americans regret to see so much valu- 
able property going into the hamls of 
foreigners, but they console themselves 
with the reflection that the money re- 
ceived for it will not lie idle. The men 
M'bo sell to tho English capitalists will 
go into business at once. Some of them, 
it is said, had hardly pocketed their 
iiionuy before they began to set up rival 
establishments to those that they had 
sold. 'This ia not unlikely. .-Xmericaii 
business men are not fond of walking 
about idle with their hands in their 
pockets even when - those pockets aro 
well lined. They must have something 
to do. By and by, we suppose, .some of 
tho British capital will find its way to 
this part of Canada. It ia wanted here 
lo develop the resources of the couuliy. 
When the Knglishuien are tired of buy- 
ing businesses ready made they may 
take it into their heads to make busi- 
nesses for themselves out of the I'aw 
inatcriul to be found in such abundance 
in this country.

He may icem lo ordinary observ- 
ers to be in liij right mind, but he must 
l)e deranged Tho arguments that are 
used in the ciise of the nnserable man 
Harvey can he advanced with even 
greater plausibility in the case of the 
young Pronoh murderer. But is it right 
or safe to attach any weight to theui '! 
Me may lie a moral monstrosity, but 
can society allow Huch monstrosities lo 
live? If a man or a boy who apjieara 
perfectly saiio ia not to be held respon- 
sible for his acts and that he has only 
to commit a crime peculiarly and hor- 
ribly atrocious to be pronounced insane, 
vvliat chisa of criminals are to be held 
accountable, and what degree of crim- 
inality is proof of insanity ?

THE RACES OP MANKIND. 



Thar* Ax* ftavonty-two of Thrin Ezlr.Un^ 
t7ow— All Came from Aala. 

M. de Quatrofnees, the leading EVeuch 
ethnologist, in presenting the second 
part of bis "Introduction to the Study 
the Human Races" to the Academy of 
Seiences, has given an interesting sum- 
manr of his general conclusions with re- 
gard to the origin and distribution of 
mankind, 

Neglecting the minor differences, he 
estlinates that tlicre aro no fewer than 
seventy-two diBtiiict races in the human 
species, All tlicao descend or branch off 
from three fundamental types — the 
black, the yellow and blie white — which 
had .their origin at the great central mass 
of northern Asia, which is thus the cra- 
dle of mankind. - Representatives of these 
different types and the races which 
sprang from them are still to be found 
there. 

The whites, according to M. de Quatre- 
f ages, appear . to have originated on the 
we^t of the central mass, the y^Udws.on 
the north and the blacks on the south. 

The whites e.xtendcd westward and 
nortiiward, giving birlli to three second- 
ary types, tlio Finnish, the Semitic and 
the Aryan, if v/e except the Ailophyles, 
which form a separate group. Their 
area of distribution in continuous, as is 
that of the yellows, because of the exton- 
' sive land surface of tlio Eurasian conti- 
nent. Tlie yellows spread eastward and 
crcmsed into America. The whites and 
yellows checked or blended with each 
other,.producing many varieties of man. 
The blacks, or negro type, which originat- 
ed on the south of the central moss, was 
forced by the nature of the continent, 
and probably by the attacks of the 
whites and yellows, to go south into Af- 
rica and cast into the Indian archipelago 
or Melanesia. 

The i)roto-Semites arrested their dis- 
tribution in the north of Africa, and the 
mixture of the tv.-o races gave rise to the 
negroid populations. In the center and 
south of Africa the blacks continued in 
their etlinic purity until the infiltration 
of other races from Europe and the north 
of Africa in niodeiii times. Those which 
remained in llu>ii- original homo became 
blended with the whites and j'ellows, 
giving rise to the dravidian populations 
which pa.s.s by shades into the three fun- 
damental tjpes. 

As for the Ailophyles, represented by 
the race of Cro-Jfagnon, they occupied 
parts of Europe and north Africa, from 
which they e-xtojided to the Canaries. 
The three fundn mental types also found 
themselves in Oceania; the Allophylian 
whites occupying Polynesia, the blacks 
Melanesia, the yellowH Malaaia. Tho lat- 
ter wore, aeeording to M. de Quatrefages, 
the last to come into the maritime world. 

The poojding of America dates from 
the quaternary peri(jd, and is due to mi- 
grations of dill'erent types — Allopliylic 
white and yellow, l)lending with the local 
quaternary i -m-us, which also belonged to 
the yellow type. Europe, since the ter- 
tiary ages, lias received only Allophylian 
whites, Finns and Aryans. The number 
of races now existing in a pure state is 
exceedingly restricted, if, indeed, there 
is a single one which can bo accepted as 
such. Perhaps some little groups, pro- 
tected by their isolation, such as the 
Mincopies, may show an identity of char- 
acters attesting theiretimio homogeneity. 
—London Times.

Not a sign of 
life over it; not a ship in sight; not even 
A gull or tlying fish to brei|,k the barren- 
ness of that g^eat watery desert, only 
the great steamer clearing her way" 

"But, John" broke in the aged aunt, 
•'couldn't you see a trea — not even a 
tree?" 

Tha irruption of laughter at this point 
knocked a pathetic situation into a 
cocked lint. The story of the' burial at 
sea has never been finished.
